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Some of the newest additions to our inventory of 306 sites include four premier 

parks sitting on 41 acres in Kaka‘ako. Kewalo Basin, Kaka‘ako Gateway Mauka &  

Makai, and Kaka‘ako Waterfront Park were accepted & renovated by the City beginning in November 2018. The Waterfront 

Park is by far the largest of those parks (at over 31 acres); boasting some stunning amenities, including: rolling hills, 

access to popular surf & dive spots, scenic promenades, pavilions, comfort stations, and a memorial to the Ehime Maru.
